$3,141 For Jurors " 


Main expense was the $3,141.78 


paid out to the nearly 300 countians 
who were called for jury duty. Of 
that number 208 were special venire- 
men called by the sheriff and his 
deputies during the trial. Seventy 
other veniremen were called as a 
regular and special panel. 


Lodging for the juries cost $309.97. 


That amount covered the 18 persons, 
including the jurymen and guards 
and tipstaves who spent their nights 
at a hotel while the cases were in 
progress. * 


Board for the jurors, tipstaves and 


guards cost $473.57. 


Witness fees and clerk of court 


costs totalled $840.45. 


Special guards who were called to

BUREAUCRACY 


"One of the great dangers to 


America today is the habit our legis- 
lators, state and national, are de- 
veloping of turning over the legisla- 
tive function 
to some 
"bureau," 


Franklin Moore, president "of the 
Inter-American 'Hotel 'Association, 
U. S. representative to the Interna- 
tional Hotel Association and manag- 
er of the Perm Harris hotel in Har- 
risburg, told the local Rotary club 
at a ladies' night meeting-. Monday 
evening at the Hotel Gettysburg. 


The late John D. Keith, whom 


Moore described as "a great Amer- 
ican," once described how America 
had replaced king, dictator or leader 
with law as the basis for govern- 
ment, the speaker said. That, he 
added, "is what truly has made 
America, this passion for law. Yet 
today our legislators write laws that 
say in effect, 'Thou shalt not steal 
unless so permitted by the Depart- 
ment of Industry." 


As an example of poorly written 


laws which place the legislative 
function into the hands of the bu- 
reaus, ' he described how the state 
Legislature has passed a law stating 
that all hotels must-have fire alarm 
systems and has placed all details re- 
garding, the kind of alarms, installa- 
tion and compliance in the hands of 
the Department of Labor and In- 
dustry. 


No Recourse To Law 


"Too many laws of that type would 


place the entire government in the 
hands of bureaus and we would have 
government by directive rather than 
by law. And a government by direc- 
tive is one from which there is no 
recourse. If the day comes when we 
no longer have government by law 
then we need not, worry about 
whether a depression might be com- 
ing, because we "will be so miserable 
a depression will make little dif- 
ference." 


America should not have a depres- 


sion for the next five or ten years, 
Moore declared. "We are going to i 
have a disturbed condition starting' 
within the next six months or a year , 
and some businesses are g.oing to be 
hard hit. 


"Others are going to be hit easily" 


and some will not be, hurt at all. 
But we are not going to have a de- 
pression. We are the only country 
in the world that can produce the 
things that are needed throughout 
the world. So we are'going to have 
perhaps a decade of the greatest 
prosperity in our history. 


Few Free Nations Left 


"What will happen after that no 


one knows. Russia 
proposes 
to 


change over the world and suddenly 
we discover Communists in our 
midst. But those Communists have 
been with us long before Commun- 
ism was heard of. Communism is a 
way of thinking and it has been 
identified by as many names as 
there are letters in the word com- 
munism''. It is an idea that men 
.^hould not profit by their own work 
but that all should pool their- earn- 
ings and divide them equally among 
all. The idea is as old as the pre- 
Christian era. 


"But those who think thus are 


bound to be disillusioned, for hu- 
man nature does not work that way.

Religious Education 
Methods Inadequate, 


Church Leader Says 


Ocean City, N. J., May 20 


Dr. Emil E. Fischer, president of 
the Lutheran Ministerium of Penn- 
sylvania and adjacent areas, says 
religious education methods of this 
generation are inadquate to coun- 
teract what he termed the alarming 
growth of secularism in the nation. 


In an address opening the 200th 


annual convention of the minister- 
ium last night Dr. Fischer said too 
many families choose to live their 
life span without religion of any 
kind and called upon the church 
to place "aggressive, well-planned 
and sustained emphasis upon posi- 
tive Chrstiianity."

National security is dependent 


upon obedience to the_laws of God, 
espect for the rights of individuals 
and nations, 
and mutual trust. 


Judah lacked this security because 
he lacked moral and spiritual, 
trength. The tragic story of the last 
rears of Judah's history has been re- 
peated many times since; in the fall 
if Rome; in the disintegration of 
Greece with her arts and culture; in 
the' recent pitiful failure of a highly 
•ommercial and scientific Germany. 
The.se nations followed Judah's roa'd 
o doom. Causes of decay and dis- 
aster axe similar—loss of true re- 
igious feeling and worship, selfishr 
ness and greed of leaders, and dis- 
eg^rd for justice. 
Generally there arise God-fearing 


men who preach of national evils. 
Too often their warnings are disre- 
garded and ignored, just as Jere- 
miah was ignored before the final 
destruction of Jerusalem. He pled 
with the people to bow to the yoke 
oj: Babylon and spare Jerusalem 
mt they would not. Instead the 
prophet was despised, branded a 
jaitor and thrown into a dungeon. 


Fate of Judah's Kings 


The record of the last four kings 


of Judah represents the last 23 years 
when the kingdom was in its death 
agony. Josiah was the last genuinely 
;ood king. Three sons and a grand- 
son followed him. Jehoahaz ruled 
;hree months and was deposed by 
Sgypt in favor of Jehoiakim besause 
he believed in an independent state. 
Jehoiakim was only a vassal, first of 
Egypt and later of Babylon. He was 
lawless, built lavishly and exhausted 
Judah's resources. We" recall how*he 
cold-bloodedly destroyed Jeremiah's 
prophecies. 


Then came Jehoiachin, youthful 


grandson of Josiah, who surrendered 
and was -taken captive during the 
first siege of Jerusalem. Archaeolo- 
gists have uncovered Babylonian 
oricks and jar handles with Je- 
hoiachin's name inscribed that con- 
firm the story of his 37 year impris- 
onment there. 


Zedekiah, ^last and weakest of the 


kings, was placed there by Nebuch- 
adnezzar. During the final siege of 
the city when Egypt sent no help, 
he attempted to escape by night, 
was pursued and captured on the 
plains of Jericho. Dragged before 
Nebuchadnezzar at Riblah "they 
gave judgment upon' him." "And 
they sle'w the sons of Zedekiah* be- 
fore his eyes, and put out the eyes 
of Zedekiah, and bound him with 
fetters'of brass, and carried him to 
Babylon." Judah thus suffered her 
last great humiliation. 


«Fate of Jerusalem 


After the first siege of Jerusalem 


everything of value was carried away 
by the Babylonian conquerors. The 
king, Jehoiachin, the princes and 
nobles, "all the mighty men of va- 
lor," and many hundreds of crafts- 
men were deported—probably 10 or 
11 thousand. Along with his group 
went Ezekiel, then a young man. 
The remaining citizens according to 
Jeremiah were "bad figs"—upstarts 
with no character. 
- God employed Nebuchadnezzar as 


is servant to destroy Jerusalem and 
unish a wicked and corrupt Judah. 


The final siege began In 587 B. C. 
The city walls" were high and 


irong and'It "was no easy task. 


The , defenders 
gradually became 


'eakened by famine and after 18 


months were overcome. It occurred 
n the 9th year of Zedekiah's reign 
86 B. C. The great City of David 
ad .fallen—a sign of doom and fu- 
ure exile. The captain of the guard 
urned the Temple, the palace, and 
11 the houses of Jerusalem. The 
rmy of the Chaldeans completed 
IB carnage. Only the "poorest of 
ic land'^were left to slave as vine- 
ressers and farmers. 


Fate of Prophets and People 
No wonder Jeremiah' wept over the 
esolation of Jerusalem and the cap- 
ivity of Judah! There is a Grotto" 
f Jeremiah against a rocky hill on 
ie, western side of the city where 
ic prophet poured out his lamenta- 
ions. Michael Angelo has immortal- 
zed him in a life-sized painting in 
ic Sistine Chapel where Jeremiah 
its with head bowed in sorrowful 
lought. Jeremiah was dragged along 
irith a stream of exiles into Egypt. 
ossibly there are Christian lead- 
rs today whose proposals are heed- 
d las little as those of Jeremiah. 
A larger stream of exiles were 
riven north of Damascus and then 
outheast to Babylon. Judah's best 
itizens were with this group. They 
ettled in Babylonia and Ezekiel 
ministered to them.

The. upper branch took up consid- 


era,tiori of restoring the 1941 law, 
suspended as during World War II 
to hold off filling vacancies perma- 
nently until veterans could compete; 
as Sen. John M. Walker (R-Alleg- 
heny) -offered a measure to exten- 
sively revise the prewar system. 


The House bill, sponsored by Rep. 


William Kemp (R - Northumber- 
land), would also restore the powers 
and duties of the civil service com- 
mission's personnel director, a post 
virtually abolished during the war. 


Other Provisions 


Wajker's bill, on the other hand, 


would permit the appointment of a 
director without a competitive ex- 
amination and would no longer re- 
quire that he act as secretary of 
the state civil service commission.

(By quotas he could 
limit the amount of foreign wool 
coming in and by import fees he 
could add a tariff to the present 
tariff of 34 cents a pound.) 


No one knows whether the Presi- 


dent will sign the bill. If he doesn't, 
American growers will suffer, and 
for this reason: The law compelling 
the government to buy American 
wool expired April 15. 


Talk or Action 


If the President signs the bill into 


law, what happens? The State de- 
partment fears it will hurt our ef- 
forts to build up foreign trade. 


For weeks this government has 


been meeting with other nations at 
Geneva to work out a program to 
help the trade of all nations, in- 
cluding ours.

Truman Veto Of 


Labor Measure 


By 331-83 Vote 


The House, shortly after one 


o'clock thjs afternoon, overrode 
President Truman's veto of the 
Labor Bill, by a vote of 331 to 83. 


Washington, June 20 (IP)—President 


Truman today vetoed the Taf t-Hart- 
ley labor union control bill, saying" it 
violates principles "essential to our 
public welfare." 


Mr. Truman said the legislation is 


"completely contrary" to basic na- 
tional policy of "economic freedom.' 


The message was sent to the House 


where Republican leaders already 
had marshaled their forces for a 
quick vote to override the veto and 
pass the measure over Mr. Truman's 
disapproval. 


The White House announced that 


Mr. Truman will make his argu- 
ments against the GOP measure 
directly to the people in a broad- 
cast tonight. He will speak over all 
networks for about 15 minutes be- 
ginning at 9 p. m.. Eastern Stand- 
ard Time."

Codling moth worms are

plentiful in Adams4.cp.unty..prchards, 
according--toi the lourth-cover spray 
letter sent out this week by M. T. 
Hartman, county extension service 
agent. Fruits, Hartman warns, must 
be kept covered to prevent damage. 
" Cool nights have somewhat re- 
tarded insect activity, but frequent 
rains have washed off spray deposits, 
makmg necessary plenty of spray 
material per tree to provide an ef- 
fective 
coverage. Rain and 
cool 


temperatures have also been fav- 
orable for scab, Hartman says. 


The purpose of the fourth cover 


spray is to control the codling moth 
and other leaf and fruit eating in- 
sects, and to prevent further in- 
fection of tlie fungi causing scab, 
sooty blotch and black rot.
